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PRINCIPAL 


GOALS 


The  Department  of  Livestock  is  a regulatory  agency  and  by  statutory  author- 
ity has  the  goal  of  protecting  livestock  and  poultry  and  their  products 
from  disease,  theft  and  predation. 


The  Animal  Health  Division  provides  measures  for  achieving  this  goal: 


0 Inspects  livestock  and  poultry,  investigates  losses,  implements 
control  measures  and  creates  import  requirements  to  prevent  disease 
devastation. 

• Maintains  a livestock  diagnostic  laboratory  to  apply  scientific 
diagnostic  disciplines  of  veterinary  medicine  to  identify  animal 
pathogens . 

• Maintains  measures  and  inspectors  to  provide  safe  and  whole- 
some meat,  milk,  egg  and  dairy  products  for  the  people  of  Montana. 

• Is  currently  analyzing  the  need  to  expand  the  virological  diag- 
nostic capabilities  of  the  diagnostic  laboratory  at  Bozeman. 

• Is  currently  planning  the  absorbtion  of  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection  Service,  Veterin- 
ary Services  office  and  personnel  located  in  Helena  with  the  pur- 
pose of  reducing  federal  expense  and  state- federal  program  dupli- 
cation. 
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1.  Disease  Control  Bureau  Program 

a Attained  "Certified  Bovine  Brucellosis  Free"  designation  for  the  en- 
tire State  of  Montana;  the  30th  state  to  achieve  this  status.  This 
accomplishment  represents  State-Federal  program  effort  that  began  In 
Lake  County  in  1952  requiring  the  coordinated  efforts  of  stockmen, 
practicing  veterinarians  and  state  government. 

« Qualified  Montana  as  a "Validated  Swine  Brucellosis  Free"  state;  the 
6th  state  to  achieve  this  status. 

• Prevented  the  introduction  of  hog  cholera,  cattle  scabies,  bovine 
tuberculosis  and  exotic  newcastle  disease  into  Montana  from  those  states 
with  infected  animals  by  routine  inspection  and  special  import  investi- 
gations . 

• Provided  technical  assistance  to  the  Predatory  Animal  Control  section 
for  skunk  rabies  control  on  the  most  jerious  incidence  period  of  that 
disease  yet  encountered  in  Montana. 

2.  Milk  and  Egg  Bureau  Program 

• A milk  inspection  programwas  maintained  that  resulted  in  another  year 
in  which  not  one  milk-borne  disease  was  reported  from  dairies  producing 
milk,  milk  plants,  or  milk  products. 

• An  egg  inspection  program,  based  on  standards  of  U.S,  Department  of 
Agriculture  egg  grading  and  Montana  regulations  adopted  on  July  1,  19/2 
resulted  in  a successful  first  year  of  uniform  grading  and  labelling  of 
eggs  to  insure  the  Montana  consumer  of  a superior  quality  product. 

3.  Inspection  and  Control  Program 

» This  is  the  third  consecutive  year  of  more  than  a million  head  of 
livestock  being  inspected  for  brands  at  the  markets  - the  total  was 
1,096,776.  A total  of  2,983,000  head  of  livestock  was  inspected  for 
brands  throughout  the  state. 

• Conducted  62  investigations  into  livestock  losses  which  resulted  in 
court  action. 

• Shifted  inspectors  to  locations  of  peak  activity  on  a timely  basis 
thereby  performing  required  work  with  two  less  full-time  equivalent 
employees  than  anticipated. 

4.  Administration  Program 

« Adopted  sanitation  and  quality  regulations  for  milk  produced  for  manu- 
facturing purposes,  manufacturing  milk  producer  dairies,  and  manufact- 
ured-dairy-products  plants. 
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Major 


Accomplishments 


a Conducted  an  inspection  program  for  dairies  producing  milk  for  manu- 
facturing purposes  and  manufactured-dairy-products  plants  (program  was 
transferred  from  the  Department  of  Agriculture)  with  no  personnel  addi- 
tions . 

• Prepared  for  the  absorbtion  of  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Animal  and  Plant  Health  Inspection  Service,  Veterinary  Services  office 
and  personnel  located  in  Helena  with  the  purpose  of  reducing  federal 
expense  and  state- federal  program  duplication. 

• Developed  a more  efficient  office  procedure  to  handle  the  approximate- 
ly 3,000  licenses  issued  annually  with  a result  of  a 30  percent  reduction 
in  time  spent  on  licensing  work. 

» Began  instruction  and  training  of  present  personnel  for  job  rotation; 
thereby  preparing  office  employees  to  be  able  to  fill  in  for  vacancies 
caused  by  vacation  time  with  no  stoppage  or  error  factor  in  routine 
duties . 

« Adopted  regulations  and  an  inspection  program  for  shell  eggs;  enforced 
these  regulations  with  satisfactory  results. 

5.  Diagnostic  Laboratory  Bureau  Program 

• Provided  essential  laboratory  support  to  the  Disease  Control  Bureau 
including  one  first-time  viral  horse  disease  finding  and  cooperative 
animal-human  salmonellosis  diagnostic  investigations. 

• Conducted  required  laboratory  tests  on  fluid  milk  in  support  of  the 
Milk  and  Egg  Bureau  and  incorporated  new  test  procedures  required  by 
that  Bureau's  regulations  applying  to  manufactured-dairy-products. 

9 Accommodated  242  percent  increase  of  specimens  submitted  for  rabies 
examination  without  additional  personnel.  This  increase  is  attributed 
to  the  concern  of  alerted  Montana  citizens  and  sampling  of  sylvatic 
animals  by  the  Department  field  personnel. 

• Evaluated  new  test  procedures  for  calf-scour  problem  in  support  of 
Disease  Control  Bureau  to  determine  presence  of  new  pathogens  in  this 
disease  problem.

• Implement  and  integrate  the  requirements  of  laws  and  regulations 
through  directives  and  orders  of  the  Administrator  and  State  Veterin- 
arian, into  efficient  performance  of  the  closely  inter-related  functions 
of  the  Animal  Disease  Program,  Diagnostic  Laboratory  Program,  Milk  and 
Egg  Program,  and  Centralized  Services  Program. 


ACHIEVEMENTS 


• Maintained  constant  contact  with  the  Board  of  Livestock  regarding 
new  and  changing  federal  and  state  laws,  rules  and  regulations  pertain- 
ing to  animal  disease,  sanitation  requirements  in  the  production  of 
food  of  animal  origin.  In  this  manner,  expedient  and  necessary  appli- 
cation and  adjustments  to  specific  programs  are  readily  enacted. 

o Maintained  state-wide,  national  and  internationsl  surveillance  to 
assure  immediate  action  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  dangerous  ani- 
mal diseases. 

® Declared  a rabies  emergency  condition  in  cooperation  with  the  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences  which  led  to  a program  for 
use  of  toxicants  for  skunk  rabies  control. 

• In  accordance  with  the  Laws  of  Montana  and  the  Rules  of  this  Depart- 
ment, issued  licenses  and  permits  to  24  categories  of  businesses  for  a 
total  of  3,080  licenses  and/or  permits  issued. 

• Proposed  legislation  which,  after  approval  of  the,  Forty-Third  Legis- 
lature, is  effective  on  July  1,  1973.  This  legislation  eliminates 
some  of  the  duplication  of  licences  issued  by  the  State  of  Montana, 
such  as  artificial  inseminator  license,  oleomargarine  license,  lab;

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PROGRAM  ► DIAGNOSTIC  LABORATORY  PROGRAM 
PROGRAM  GOAL 


m Provide  scientific,  technological  support  to  diagnose  and  control 
animal  disease  and  to  assure  a safe,  wholesome  milk  and  meat  supply. 


PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

• Furnish  laboratory  support  so  essential  to  the  successful  function 
of  the  Disease  Control  Program,  the  Dairy  and  Milk  Inspection  Program 
and  the  Poultry  and  Egg  Inspection  Program. 

® Provide  assistance  to  veterinarians  and  livestock  owners,  through 
scientifically  valid  testing  and  diagnostic  procedures  to  determine 
the  cause  of  animal  losses  due  to  prisons,  non- infectious  diseases  end 
conditions  not  readily  di.agnosabie  in  the  field. 

® Apply  new  scientific  developments  in  the  disciplines  of  virology, 
bacteriology,  pathology,  parasitology,  serology,  chemistry  and  toxi- 
cology, through  personnel  training  and  equipment  purchases,  for  the 
protection  against  disease  ravage  in  animals  and  zoonotic  diseases 
affecting  humans. 

ACHIEVEMENTS 

• Provided  scientific  diagnostic  support  to  the  programs  of  the  Aninal 
Health  Division,  the  veterinary  medical  profession  and  the  livestock 
industry  of  Montana  by  performing  179,877  diagnostic  tests  and  analyses. 

• Maintained  U.S.  Public  Health  Service  approval  of  the  section  of  the 
laboratory  which  performs  the  milk  and  milk  products  testing.

PROGRAM  ► DISEASE  CONTROL  BUREAU 
PROGRAM  GOAL 


*’  The  Disease  Control  Bureau  program  function  is  to  safeguard  the  health 
and  the  food  production  capability  of  over  6 million  head  of  lontana 
livestock  and  poultry;  to  aid  in  the  prevention  of  transmission  of 
diseases  of  animals  to  man. 


PROGRAM  OBJECTIVES 

• Dangerous  diseases  not  present  in  Montana  must  be  prevented  from  in- 
troduction through  astute  use  of  embargos,  special  permits  and  aggres- 
sive surveillance  of  endemic  diseases  in  Montana  that  clinically 
resemble  these  dangerous  diseases. 

• Those  diseases  present  in  the  state  such  as  the  undiagnosed  "weak 
calf  disease"  will  be  given  serious  field  investigation  and  laboratory 
diagnostic  study. 

• Surveillance  of  identified  diseases  will  be  conducted  to  minimize 
their  impact;  quarantines,  where  applicable  for  control  of  disease, 
will  be  enforced. 

<*  Zoonotic  diseases,  those  transmissable  from  animal  to  man,  will  be 
more  broadly  investigated  which  need  was  indicated  in  the  one  county 
summer  studyofthe  inter- relationshi p of  calf  scours  and  human  diarrheal 
disease . 


ACHIEVEMENTS 

• Montana  has  been  designated  as  a "Certified  Bovine  Brucellosis  Free" 
state.  The  last  county  became  "Certified  Free"  on  March  19,  1973. 
permitting  the  state  to  achieve  this  important  livestock  disease  con- 
trol goal.  A few  herds  remain  under  quarantine  in  the  mop-up  phase  of 
eradication.  The  "Certified  Free"  state  achievement  represents  an 
effort  begun  in  1952  by  stockmen  to  bring  the  widespread  and  costly 
disease  - brucellosis  - under  control  and  eventual  eradication. 

» Through  a swine  testing  program  initiated  in  early  1972,  Montana 
qualified  as  a "Validated  .Swine  Brucellosis  Free"  state  on  June  1,  1 973, 
the  6 th  state  in  the  United  States  to  he  validated.  Through  use  of 
swine  slaughter  blood  samples  and  by  testing  all  breeding  herds  for 
brucellosis,  the  achievement  was  made  with  no  additional  manpower  or 
expense . 
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• Rabies  virus  in  skunks  has  this  year  posed  the  most  serious  human 
and  animal  health  threat  in  Montana  history.  The  finding  of  29  posi- 
tive skunks  this  fiscal  year  exceeds  the  15  cases  of  1966,  the  previous 
high.  Two  children  were  bitten  by  rabid  animals:  one  was  attacked  by 
a rabid  skunk;  the  second  was  bitten  severely  by  a rabid  bat,  one  of 
five  positive  bats  found  this  year.  The  recommendations  made  for  con- 
tinued skunk  rabies  control  to  the  Brands-Enforcement  Division,  Pre- 
dator Section,  are  sound.  The  pattern  of  positive  skunks  in  Montana 
this  year,  all  of  which  were  taken  in  3 counties  and  within  35  miles 
of  our  Canadian  and  North  Dakota  boundaries,  supports  the  probability 
that  the  disease  is  entering  the  state  from  adjacent  endemic  areas. 
There  is  no  evidence  that  any  of  those  areas  where  skunk  rabies  was 
found  in  previous  years  and  subsequen tly  treated  under  the  skunk  rabies 
control  program  is  the  source  of  our  present  problem. 

s>  No  outbreaks  of  hog  cholera  or  cattle  scabies  occurred  this  year. 
Where  these  two  diseases  did  occur  in  other  states,  animals  from  there 
were  denied  entry  or  were  permitted  o enter  under  very  restrictive 
precautionary  provisions . 

• Surveillance  of  "sleeping  sickness"-like  horses  through  laboratory 
tests  of  blood  samples  or  tissues  confirms  that  only  Western  Equine 
Encephalomyelitis  virus  is  responsible  for  cases  in  Montana.  Eastern 
and  the  Venezuelan  Equine  Encephalomyelitis  virus  has  not  appeared  in 
the  state.  The  incidence  of  WEE  was  much  lower  than  usual  this  year.

PROGRAM  GOAL 

i»  To  assure  Montana  consumers  a safe  and  wholesome  supply  of  milk,  milk 
products,  and  eggs.

• To  maintain  a fluid  milk  supply  that  will  continue  to  be  acceptable 
throughout  Montana  and  in  interstate  commerce  as  required  by  the  U.S. 
Public  Health  Service. 

• To  continue  to  assist  dairy  product  producers  and  manufacturers  to 
achieve  the  intent  of  the  Manufactured  Dairy  Products  Act:  of  1971. 

• To  maintain  proper  grade  and  quality  of  market  eggs  in  Montana. 


ACHIEVEMENTS 

• The  inspection  of  fluid  milk  producers  and  plants,  as  prescribed  by 
Montana  and  U.S.  Public  Health  Regulations,  has  assured  consumers  of  a 
quality  product. 

e No  milk  plants  in  Montana  have  lost  Interstate  Milk  Shippers  Rating 
in  the  past  year. 

• No  milk-borne  diseases  have  occurred  in  the  state. 

• In  the  first  year  of  dairy  products  inspection,  made  without  enforce- 
ment capability,  progress  has  been  achieved  in  assisting  producers  of 
manufacturing  milk  and  dairy  products  manufacturers  to  meet  the  stan- 
dards required  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Agriculture  and  newly  adopted 
state  regulations  scheduled  for  enforcement  July  1,  1974. 

0 New  Montana  laws  and  Department  regulations  have  brought  milk  and 
cream  testers  and  milk  arid  cream  graders,  weighers  and  samplers  under 
much  stricter  requirements  of  performance  and  procedures  through 
licensing  and  examination. 

• The  inception  of  the  new  regulations  "Eggs  Offered  for  Sale  and 
Standards,  Grades  and  Weight  Classes  for  Shell  Eggs",  effective  July  1, 

1 972,  and  the  added  application  of  the  shell  egg  portion  of  Public  Lav; 
91-597  has  made  possible  through  this  state-federal  cooperation  by 
capable  inspectors,  a favorable  change  in  the  quality  of  eggs  sold  to 
Montana  cons  timers.

ACHIEVEMENTS 


«•  There  were  twenty-nine  cases  of  rabies  diagnosed  in  skunks  this  year, 
all  occurring  in  three  ounties  ('1  line,  Daniels  and  Sheridan), 
skunk  population  reductio  program  w is  carried  out  within  a three  mile 

radius  of  the  location  from  which  each  rabid  skunk  was  taken. 

« Two  human  exposures  occurred  from  direct  contact  with  rabid  skunks 
while  no  exposures  occurred  in  livestock. 

m Study  and  evaluation  was  initiated  to  determine  the  success  of:  con- 
trol and  non-control  methods  in  rabid  skunk  locations.  Preliminary 
results  indicate  that  population  control  in  rabid  skunk  locations  is 
necessary. 

• An  environmantal  impact  statement  lor  the  Rabies  Control  Program  was 
submitted  to  the  Environmental  Quality  Council. 
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
